The convention will be dissolved 
Friday by Commissioner Lee Em- 
erson in the absence of Governor 
Sir Gordon Macdonald, visiting 
England, 

An official sald the convention's 
decision means that the Newfound- 
land people will have no oppor- 
tunity to express their views on 
confederation when they go to 
the polls in May to select their 
future form of government. 

ALTHOUGH IT WAS anticipat- 
ed that the convention's pro-con- 
federation faction would table a 
minority report urging inclusion 
of the confederation choice on 
the ballot, it was expected the 
people would be limited to alter- 
nate choices of continued commis- 
government or a return to 
responsible self-government, aban- 
doned in 1934.

The only exemptions to the 
blanket decree were the ministry 
of foreign trade, which may 

| handle foreign contacts with per- 
mission of the foreign office, and 
such working people as clerks, 
waiters and ticket sellers 

The clerks and waiters, how- 

| ever, were warned they must 


restrict their conversations with 
foreigners to the “limits of their 
usual functions on penalty of 
prosecution under the criminal 


code, Punishment was not speci- 
fied, 
Any Soviet official other than 


those in the foreign ministry ap- 
proached personally by a foreign 
diplomat must not discuss the 
question asked, Answers must 
be limited to an explanation that 
the inquiry must be directed to 
the ministry of foreign affairs. 

The decree was passed Dec, 
16 by order of the Supreme 
Soviet to tighten state security, 
It was published yesterday in 
the official gazette, 

The decree provides that all 
representations made by foreign 
nations or individuals, regardless 
of their nature, must be handled 
only by the ministry of foreign 
affairs,

During the War the department 
of agriculture was limited to doing 
only the nevessities In an all-out 
effort to bring victory, At that time 
it Was necessary to do things that 
would not have been advocated 
in ordinary times 

Through the efforts of the farm, 
Canada was able to do her utmost 
in achieving victory and still was 
carrying a heavy load during the 
post-war period 

“FOR INSTANCE, prior to the 
war Britain was producing live- 
stock and it was suddenly deemed 
necessary that they switch over to 
milk and cereals, As a result of 
this, farmers in Canada were re- 
quested to increase production in 
livestock instead of cereals and 
milk, They rapidly changed over 
to the new policy and did such a 
great job that it was never neces- 
sary 
made 

“In 1943-45 a greater quantity than 
ever thought possible was produced 
and Canada’s contribution greatly 
assisted in feeding thousands in 
Europe, When farmers here were 
asked a few years later to switch 
back to the production of milk 
and cereals, they did so with little 
comment.”

Gardiner said 

“We suffered considerably in 1947 
in the production of this grain but 
the difficulties were not caused by 
lack of export on the part of the

More Tremors 
In Philippines 


MANILA, Jan, 28.—(AP)—Seven 
minor tremors were reported on the 
Central Philippine island of Panay 
yesterday, while a spreading pic 
ture of disaster poured into weath- 
er bureau and government relief 


offices here. There have been 57 
separate shocks since the first 
violent quakes early Sunday, and 
the unofficial death count rose to 
28 today. 

Bishop Joseph Maria Cuenco Yed 
the distracted people of Iloilo City, 
Panay, in prayer asking that the 
quakes may end “before the whole 
island is completely ruined.” The 
services were held in the open air. 
The Bishop said 15 Catholie 
churches have been destroyed thus

SENDING A PICTURE BY 
RADIO 


Sending a picture by radio is 
now an everyday occurrence, At 
the sending station the photograph, 
check, blueprint or other suitable 
material is clamped in on a cylin 
der which rotates like a whee] on 
an axle, In front of the cylinder 
are a lamp and a photo eletric cell 
which travel along the length of 
the rotating picture so that, in ef 
fect, a continuous spiral line of 
light from the lamp crosses every 
part of the picture, 

Every picture reflects light 
thrown upon it, When the reflected 
light enters our eyes, we see the 
picture, Different parts of a pic- 
ture reflect more or less light—'! 
that is how we distinguish between | 
light and dark parts. In the same 
way, as the beam from the lamp 
falls on the picture of the cylinder, 
different parts reflect more or less 
light, and this light is focused on 
a photo-electric cell, 

This photo-electric cell 1g com- 
monly spoken of in the laboratory 
as the “eye” of the transmitter, It 
is able to “see’ even the tiniest 
light variations; in fact, this eye 
sees and records electrically mil- 
lions of different current impulses 
as the picture sweeps by the light- 
beam from the lamp, The photo-
